Oamba, Feb. 22.— The foreign ad- 
minli warned Colonel Va.<)sos, the com- 
mander of the Grook forces on the 
liland of Orete, of their intention to at- 
tadk hli troopi with four men-of-war 
anchored off bis OMnp, Agliirn Thon- 
doroi, Bhoold ha attempt to advance to 
the interior of the island. The warning 
seems to have had no effect, for at 4 ;80 
yesterday afternoon signals were made 
to her majesty's ships Dryad, Harrier 
and Berenge, together with one Italian, 
one Gtorman and one Bnirian ship to 
fipen fire on the Cretan position, where 
the Greek flag was hoisted some days 
ago. The British ships fired 40 and the 
foreif^ ships 30 shells at the village and 
mined the honse held by the Cretans. 
The flag was soon lowered and the or- 
der 'cease fire' sounded after 10 min- 
ntes. Thereupon the flag was rehoisted. 
The rocks aioond were ovowdedwith 
Cretans. 

The TnricB, enoonraged by the fleets. 

now opciiofl a lively fusillade while tl.o 
Cretans were removing the wounded. 
The Cretans had not replied during the 

whole performance. It wa.s a some- 
what melancholy and de^^rading spec- 
tacle. 

Later reports are to the effect that the 
English men-of-war opened the bom- 
bardment. The others followed. The 
Kaiserin Augusta fired Melinite shells. 
The coniniaiider of tlie Greek man-of- 
war Hydra, cleared for action in case 
the necessity should arise. Some shells 
fell in the town of Oanea raising clouds 
of dust It is rumored that several per- 
sons were killed and woonded. When 
Ibring creased the Oreek flag was still 
flying over the insurgents' camp. 

An engagement has occurred just 
above the village of Monmies, between 
the insurgents and a Turkish band. 

British torpedo boats hare baptured 
and brooght to this port the small Greek 
steamer Lanrium, which was carrying 
<■ Yictuals and tents for the inRnr{;ents. 

The forts fired two ronuda of blank 
cartridges Sunday at the Greek ganboat 
Penens. A Turkish frigate also dis- 
charged blank shots at tha Greeks. The 
Oreek gunboat Peneus qaloUj replied 
to the blank shots flred b7 the Turkish 
frigate. The frigate then withdrew 
from the scene of operations. 

Smart firing was heard Sunday in the 
eastward. The reply of the Turks was 
feeble and it was obvious that th^y must 
abandon their positions if pressed. 
Their gun practice from the redoubt <Mi 
the outiT lines was ludicrous. Theohiel 
Cretan position was a hamlet on a ridge 
of hills, 4,000 yards from the flagship. 

GREAT DEMONS TRAT ION IN ATHENS 

VbIob of Crete With OrM«e AlmMt Vnl- 
Tersally Drauuided. 

Athens, Feb. 22.— Over 40,000 per- 
sons participated in a demonstration 
Stmday afternoon on Umversi^ square 
in favor of the union of Crete with 
Greece. The greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed. An address was adopted, de- 
claring that the king and people were 
ready for any sacrifices of blood and 
treasure to bring the present Cretan 
policy to successful issue. The crowd 
then marched to the palace and • dapa- 
tation presented the address to the king. 
Tremendous cheering followed. 

His majesty, King George, Crown 
Prince Oonstantine, Duke of Sparta 
and other membsrs of the royal family, 
occupied places on the balcony. The 
king addressed the crowd as follows : 

"You art' executing the true mandate 
of the Helleuic people. I thank you for 
this imposing display of your feelings. 
May Qod protect our beloved counUy 
and strengthen our common efforts. 
Long live tibe Hellenic nation." 

Seven hundred Greek soldiers, with 
artUlery, havt« landed near Eissoto. 

A Turkish transport, accompanied by 
a British torpedo boat, is eiifjaged in 
conveying 1,600 troops from Candia to 
Oanea. 

Troops fkom aU parts of Greece are 
hurrying to the Tuzlosh frontier. 

The polloy of Oreeoe will be defens- 
ive by hnd, bn taggrwwiT e bjssA. 

D18CRIPTI0N Of A BATTLI. 

Bww tbs OntMU Bontbarded aa4 CaptaMd 
the Vort of Voukollea. 

Athens, Feb. 83.— The night that 
Fort Voukolies fell Colonel Va-ssos 
learned that t^he Turkish garrison from 
Oanea was advancing to succor the de- 
feated Turks. He dispatched a body of 
insurgents to meet them and speedily 
followed himself with his troops. In 
the plain off Livadia 1,600 Turks and 
2,600 Turkish Cretans with three guns 
engsged in battle. The Cretan insur- 
gents and the Greek troops deployed, 
and after 90 minutes' fighting swept the 
plain, fordng the Turks to take refuge 



in Canea. crolonel Vassos burned the 
fcrtified banucks at Livadia and the 
Aghia blockhouse. The Greoks lost 
four sub-lieutenants killed and 20 ofH- 
cers and men wounded. The Turkish 
losses are unknown. In obedience to 
the orders of the King of Oreeoe, Col- 
onel Vassos recalled the tn)opa to Pla- 
tania. 

The Cretans suffered beavilv by their 
own fault. They disregarded an order 
to withhold musketry fire until the 
work of the artillery had been complet- 
ed. They wasted 60.000 cartridges and 
lost 80 men, maintaining a furious and 
foolish fire, and advancing to within 
100 yards of the redoubts, while the 
Turks fired splendidly, wasting few bul- 
lets. The Oretans were obliged to send 
to Flatania for more ammunition, which 
arrived on Thundaj night with four 
irons. The OrsHns •! this ttmasnr* 
roQndinctbe fort distfbered oMers ana 
dispersed in search of food, the Turks 
profiting by the position evaooated 
the Cretans. 

On Friday morning, when the guns 
had been placed in position and they 
were about to rasnme bombarding, the 
tr(K)ps were surprised to see the Cretans 
plant a fla«r upon the deserted fort. 
ThirtT-two aead Turks were found in- 
side the forttfloations which were blown 
up by dynamite. The Oreek troops 
were all young men. Never before had 
ther been under fire and they displayed 
coolness, courage and enthusiasm. "The 
Greeks took 10 Turkish soldiers prison- 
ers. 

RUSSIA BA CKIN G GREECE. 

DUpetohea That Paiaed Between tlie Two 
Knyal Faniillri. 

London, Feb. 22.— A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Berlin says: The 
Queen of Greece recently sent a mess- 
age to the osar, requesting his support 
for the national cau.se of f Jreec c. Tlic 
kin;; also wired the czar, stating that he 
would declar'' war on Turkey and him- 
self lead the army before he would 
yield to European coercion. Princess 
Marie of Greece also telegraphed her 
fiance, Grand Duke George of Bussia, 
that the action of the powers against 
Greace was infamous. 

Another dispatch to The Daily Mail 
from Berlin says : "The Norddentschc 
Allgemseitnng asserts that the Turkish 
cabinet last week decided to declare 
war on Greece, but the sultan vetoed 
the decision on account of the finances 
of Turkey. ' ' 

Tore Up the Letter, 

Rome, Feb. 22.— The Messagero as- 
serts that the Turkish oommaader, Pho- 
tiades Pasha, recently addressed a letter 

to Colonel Vassos, commanding the 
Greek troops in Crete, threatening to 
imprison him and afterward sluK)t him, 
and that Vassos contemptuously tore up 
the letter. 

XoMnlniMU Arming. 

OoNSTAMTntOPLE, Feb. 32.— A dispatch 
from Janina says that the authorities 
are arming the Mussulman population 
for a descent upon the Oxeek frontier 

near Arta. 

Aantria Alone Stands by Germany.

FLOOD IN KENTUCKY. 

One Family of Three Drowned and Others 
Are Homeless. 

MiDDLKSBORO, Ky., Feb. 29.— A most 
disastrous flood has visited this valley, 
flooding two-thirds of the town. Sixty 
families have been forced from their 

homes. Cumberland avenue, the prin- 
cipal street of the city, is under water. 
Most of the stores are fl(xKled. Several 
hundred people have to be fed by the 
citizens. 

News from Tazewell states that 
James Ohadwell, wife and children 
were drowned in Powell's river. The 
flood burst over the bank and caught 
them in their house which was swept 
away. 

At West Pineville the Ownberland 
river broke over its banks, doing im- 
mense damage. Fifty Auoilies were 
forced from their homes. All the mines 
on the creek are flooded. 

All the tvestlte and bridges on the 
Middlesboro railroad are washed away. 

The bridge on the Knoxville, Cum- 
berland Gap and Louisville railroad is 
gone. No mail has arrived since Satur- 
day. All the trains are watarboond. 
The estim ated toss is $76,000. 

It is a poor way to support the starv- 
ing thousand.s by charity this winter. 
The real effort niuet be, after their im- 
mediate neocflsities are supplied, to find 
vork whereby they msy support them- 
selves. Those labor organisations are 
exactly right, thexefure, tliut oppose the 
begging of alms for the poor. Suoh beg- 
ging, such bestowal, foster pauperism 
while they relieve it. Almsgiving is 
never the cure for pgverty.

St. Lot-is, Feb. 22.— The first of a 
series of letters from Cuba by T. M. 
Rogers, who was sent to the island by 
The Globe-Democrat, with special in- 
structions to get at the facts of the war, 
has been received. It bean Havana 
date, Feb. 19. 

"There is but little reliable news in 
Havana. Outside of the soldiers on 
dress parade, there is little evidenee of 
war. The local papers contain nothing 
of importance. Every suspicious U tter 
that is sent out is inspected. No tele- 
graphic news is allowed to be forward- 
ed. The newspaper corresiiondents. to 
get anything, have to go out into the 
field and take their chances. The 
World correspondent went out to inter- 
view Gomez and find out what he 
thought of the proposed reforms in 
Cuba. He is now lataguishiug in pn.-<- 
on, but it is said that he is not badly 

treated. 

"I have met and had a loiif,' talk with 
Tlionias R, Daiiiley. a rt i)rcs(Mitative of 
Harper's Weekly. He lias been arrested 
a nunilx r of times and while in Moro 
e:istl(^ t'M.k views of the prison odUs with 

a pocket camera. 

"There are some things you can now 
find out here with fjreater freedom than 
ever, and one is tho general sentiment 
of the people. Even the SiMiniardfi are 
disgusted with the xeneral condition of 
affairs. They look upon Captain Gen- 
eral VVeyler as a complete failure. 
When they see the mountain of debt 
that is being piled up that will have to 
be met by the Cubans or Spanish prop- 
erty holders in Cuba, they tremble for 
the future. With devastated planta- 
tions and a k« nt r.il demoralisation in 
business, the future of Cuba is dark in- 
deed, whatever may be the outcome. 
There is a marked change in the feel- 
ings of the people toward the tJnited 
States. 

"You hear no expressions of hatred 
against our citizens. Even many Span- 
iards will now quietly t^ you that the 
only solution is annexation. In that 
ca.se they expect the immense war debt 
would be aMumed hfoax government, 
and then Onba would maron on to pros- 
perity. 

"There is no question as to the feeling 
of the native population. The advent 
of the insurgents in Havana would be 
hailed with the greatest deUght. The 
Spanish govemmmt does not trust 
them. There are comparativdy few 
Cubans in the Spanish army. Out of 
the 200,000 soldiers sent here from 
Spain about 10,000 are now in Havana. 
A large number of these are mere boys, 
and there are among them men on the 
shady side of life. Those here on dress 
parade present a creditable appearance, 
but those I have seen coming in from 
the country districts diow every evi- 
dence of having had a hard time. 

"I had a talk with two proprietors of 
plantations in the insurgent district. 
The hut battle about Santa Olara, where 
General Wejler is supposed to be in 
command, took place a few days ago on 
one of these plantations. The proprie- 
tor started out yesterday morning to see 
what there was left. He did not expect 
to find much. This proprietor told me 
that before the advent of the Spanish 
troops he had no trouble. But now 
they have cleaned out everything. He 
started out, also, in the rear (.f t)ie 
Spanish army to sur\'ey the rains and 
see what can be done about patting in a 
crop. He had 400 laborers employed. 

"General Weyler claims he iias tor i- 
fied the provinces immediately abo.it 
Havana, commencing on the west. He 
foniixl a line across the island, and 
commenced to drive the insurgents e;i.st- 
ward with all the forces at his ci >in- 
mand. But there are moro than O.Otio 
insurgents in this west( rn proviinc 
now, and as the army advances e;!st 
ward the Cubans scatttr and turn uj) in 
the rear. They are hanging alxmt Ha- 
vana now, and a small squa<l of soldiers 
is not safe on the outskirts of the city. 
Only a short time af,'o a number of otti- 
cers were taken off a suburban train. 
One of them, a Cuban, wa.s taken out 
and shot as a traitor. Tho rest were de- 
privrd of their arms and valoidides and 
allowed to go. 

"The general opinion now is that 
Spain will not bo able to put down the 
rebellion. In this climatt* tiie insur- 
gents can maintain theiiiselves almost 
indefinitely. Sickiu ^s lias set in aiiioii'-r 
tho soldiers, and a goodly number of 
the well ones are detailed to tiUce care 
of tho sick. 

"Sickness exists not only among the 
troops, but there is a general ei)i(leniic 
on the island. A paper repor(ed last 
evening that in one of the towns in an 
adjoining ))rovin(!0 theje were not 
enough well people to take care of the 
sick. Six thousand smallpox cases are 
reported here in Havana. To get out 
of Havana now is a most difficult un- 
dertaking. The board of health of 
Florida has qnaiantiued against Ha- 
vana. All * ere have to be vaccinated 
by the United States surgeon. He has 
received an order to allow no one to 
.leave the island for 13 days."

FOUGHT EIGH T HOURS. 

Twelve Handred Cabane Defeated Fllleea

The Cubans captured all the ammuni- 
tion stores and guns, including fonr 
field pieces and quantities of sniail 
arms. No details can be had, nor can 
the name of the Spanish general en- 
gaged be learned. 

AMERICAN S IN DANGER. 

Ooatul Oeaetal La* Has Aekcd For War* 
•btlMtaBe Rent to Cuba. 

New Yoiuc, Feb. 22.— A .Jacksonville 
dispatch to The Herald is as follows : 

Consul General Leo has reque.- ted in 
urgent terms that the government send 
worships to Cuba. The request is 
made, it is stated, because of the atti- 
tude of the Spanish authoritieB in Onba 
in relation to the outrages upon Amer- 
ican citizenship in the murder of Dr.

New Yobx, Feb. 88.— Mrs. May Skel- 
ton, or Shelton, aged 48, who is said to 
bi' the divorced wife of a wealthy Chi- 
cago dealer in railway supplies, commit- 
ted suicide last night at the Hotel Meii- 
lo by taking a dose of carbolic acid. 
John Turner, aged 98, who is said to be 
in the grocery business in Nashville, is 
a prisoner, having been arrested on 
suspicion of knowing more than he is 
willing to admit about the woniun's 
dtath. 

According to the clerk of the hotel, 
the dead woman and Turner have l)een 
livini; together at thi^ hotel for some 
time and have had frequent quarrels. 
Yesterda)- he was away until late in 
the afternoon and tliey quarn led when 
he returned. The woman h ft the hotel, 
boiiglit til' acid and was found dying 
in an unoccupied room in the h(Jtel 
later. 

Mrs. Skelton is said to have returned 
to C/hicatro recently but came back on 
Saturday to rejoin Turner. It is said 
she obtsined a diToroa three months 
ago. ^

RUSHINGLEGISLATION 



Congress Will Be Active From 
Now Until Adjournment 



ONLT ▲ FEW MOBS DATS LEFT. 

Appropriation UUU Will Ue Conalderod 
nntaaAU Other Meaanree Mnat Olva 

W«y to T}i,"in IVt 8c-hvinpii Will Be 
PiiHlivd If Bu i>|)p.>rtunlty Presents It- 
seir-Program of the Week. 

WA8Hn(OTO!f, Feb. 88.— Congress ad- 
journs (rine die a week from Thursday 

and the rush and jostling which marks 
the closing days of a session will bef.-iu 
this week. MenilxTs with pet lueus- 
ures, the passage of which have more or 
less bearing on their political forttmes, 
will begin their clamor for recognition, 
but they will appeal in vain as long as 
appropriation bills and conference re- 
ports are before the liouM for action, as 
these by the rules, have the right of 
way. Besides the house managers ore 
anxious to put through with the least 
possible delay the last two budgeta so 
that the decks may be cleared for the 
final struggle with the senate over the 
lattor's amendments to tho money bills. 
Speaker Kevd and the house managers 
are using all their power and intluencu 
to keep down the appropriations to the 
1< iwest limit as they already promise to 
e.\ceed those of the Fifty-first congress 
and the increases which the senate 
makes will be fought to the bitter end. 
Tli(^ influej.i-e of this jmrpose to keep 
down ajjpropriations to the minimum 
was apparent Saturday when the naval 
committee, after agreeing to recom- 
mend an appropriation for a new battle 
ship and a training ship for the An- 
napolis cadets, upon consultation with 
the leaders rescinded its action and de- 
cided to report the bill without any rec- 
ommendation for an increase of the new 
navy. 

The general deficiency bill, which has 
been under consideration for two days 
in the house, will be completed eiirly in 
the week. An effort will be made to 
strike out the appropriation of |1,319,- 
(ifMt for tho Southern Pacific, being the 
amount withheld by the government 
pending a determination ot^ tho liability 
of that road to the Union and Oentau 
roads. It probably will fail, however. 
The naval approp riation bill wiU follow. 
Owing to the controversy over the price 
to be paid for armor plate and the nu- 
merous accidenta to the vessels of the 
new navy, this bill mav lead to protract- 
ed discussion, but if it hangs nre until 
Friday it can be put through under sus- 
pension of the rules, as the last six days 
of the session are suKpension dayi. 

Conference reports probably will be* 
gin to appear with a rush before the 
middle of the week and be sandwiched 
in at every spare moment. It is likely 
that before the week is over the honse 
will find the pressure for time so great 
that night sesuons will be entered upon 
and the daily sessions may also be ex- 
tended at the othir end by fixing an 
earlier hour for meeting. 

Two contested election cases still re- 
main undisposed of and, as these are 
matters of the highest privilege, all else 
must give way if their consideration is 
insisted upon. But as both of them are 
unanimous reports (the committee's rec- 
ommendation being in favor of the sit- 
ting member in the Watson-Black case 
and the Bennoit-Bixituer case) they 
should not require much time for dis- 
cussion. 

The only measure of considerable fur- 
ther importance which seems to have a 
chance of running the gantlet during 
the closing days is the senate joint r(>so- 
lution for an international monetary 
conference looking to the adoption of 
international bimetalli. :n. The resolu- 
tion has been unani;'.ou>ly reported to 
the house and its frii iids are very anx- 
ious to have it passed. Speaker \h vd i- 
Baid to be friendly to it and a sj)eeial or- 
der may be brought in for its considera- 
tion daring the week. Little time, 
however, will be allowe(l to debate it, as 
the house has no time now to waste in 
a long financial dc^hate over a resolution, 
the purpose and scope of which are well 
understood. 

SENAtT PROGRAM. 
Itiit Vt ry l.lttUt Will He Attempted Be* 
yuu<l Approprlstluu Legislation. 

Wa.^hinoton, Feb. 28.— It is expected 
that very little will be attempted in the 
senate beyond appropriation legislation 
during the week and it appears proba- 
ble that most of the time will be given 
up to the Indian bill now in progress of 
consideration and the bill providing for 
appropriations for the District of Co- 
lumbia, which will next be taken up. 
There are many provisions in the un- 
considered portion of the Indian bill 
which will arouse debate, and the dis- 
trict bill nevef geta through the senate 
without elaborate disowslon of its many 
provisions. 

By the time these billt are out of the 
way in the senate the postofllceand 
sundry civil bills will be rei>orted. Con- 
sequently there is no probability of a 
lack of material in tbe way of appropii* 
ation bills to proceed with. 

Senator Sherman has announced his 
purpose not to again bring up the arbi- 
tmtion treaty for debate so long as the 
appropriation bills are pressing for con- 
sideration, bol if there should be a lull 
in this work he may renew his efforts to 
secure ratification. There is no proba- 
bility, however, that this result can be 
accomplished. 

Senator Hoar is waiting anxiously to 
get up the bankruptcy bill. He said 
that he believed the senate could be 
brought to pass the bill after a few 
hours' debate if it oould be gotten up.

Are Making in Kentucky. 



lupector Lester's Report on the Eddyville 
Pea— EverjthiiK at Laaia Eali. 



The Eldj'yville penitentiary was re- 
cently the subject of an iovestiKation by 
State Inspector Leaiar, and a moat dis- 
graceful condition of affairs is disclosed 
in his official report to Gov. Bradley. 
Here an Boma astrieta from the report 
which will afford the people of the State 
some idea aa to the way things are run 
at this institution under Aepuhlican 
rule: "By reference to paf(e 68, of the 
evidence, Mr. Happy beini^ the witness, 
he fays that helappointecl ct^rtain gtianls 
at the instance of certain members of the 
Board of Oommisaioners. I bem to assure 
yoti that this statement waa not called 
out by any specific question of mine. It 
came from him Tolantarily, and appeared 
to me to be a studied effort on his part to 
remind the Commissioners of the fact 
that he had acted in that matter as they 
desired, and to remind them of favOEB 
shown them by him. • • • 

"The arrangement adopted by him for 
placing Mr. Manning on the rolls, set 
forth by Mr. Happy on the same pa^e, is to 
rny mind one of the most pernicious that 
could be adopted. Its tendency is to 
canae the suspension of fruarda who do 
not have to contribute to the payment of 
Mr. Manning's wages upon frivolous pre- 
tezta, so as to malte Manning earn aa 
much aa possible, and thereby lesfien the 
assessment upon the eight guards of 
Capt Happy's selection and. npon Dr. 
Linn and Capt. Happy himself. Mr. 
Manning has not been on duty, ae I 
learned while there, more than one-third 
of his time, yet he luu regularly received full 
vagci, less bis one-fourteenth of what be 
had not earned, 

"To sum up Capt. Happy's manage- 
ment I have to aay that I aaw no aicn of 
reform in prison manafreiiienl made by 
him. I bave carefully gone over the 
avldance ainoe it was taken, and failed to 
find anything which shows that he has 
made a singl«) reform or put into practice 
a aingla original Idea or acbeme for the 
good of the prison or credit of the State. 
On the contrary, he has been guiltvof all 
the acts of negligence I have herein 
pointed out, besides many othera ahown 
by the evidence, and many others which 
will appear upon an examination of the 
monthly report of accounts made by the 
cleric of the priaon, luder his directions." 

Aa a samplo of Warden Happy's busi- 
ness methods Inspector Lester shows 
where he (Happy) had approved two bills 
each for $1, "207 for one piirchn?e nf hay, 
and suys if the matter isn't corrected the 
State will have to pay the same bill twice, 

The clerk, Mr, Canfleld, seem? to be 
a good sort of fellow, according to 31r. 
Lester, as the Inspector says: "He has 
been on the ground and baa aeen for ten 
months what I saw during the three 
weelts I was there. He has seen misman- 
agement and bad btttinett tneOiodt going on 
each day during all that time. He baa 
done Ilia best to stay the tide of wasteful- 
ness and mismanagement around him. 

Captain Qoode, one of the guards, teati- 
fled that the penitentiary reminded him 
of "Widow woman's farm," and the In- 
spector agrees with Ooode. 

Captain Goode, however, was accused 
by another guard of getting "staving, 
blind drunk." The Inspector tries to 
make things easy for Goode, however. 
He admits the evidence showed tbat 
Goode was drunk, but he didn't tblBl^he 
was "staving blind drnnk," 

Further along the loapector takea an- 
other shot at the Warden. He says : 

"The management under the present 
Warden la not at all aatiataetory, and in 
my Judgment deserves the severest criti- 
cism, if not condemnation of your Board 
of Oommiaaioners. The priaon atanda on 
a considerable elevation. Its height, 
massive walls and barred windows, make 
it look very much like the impregnable 
caetlea of the feudal age. At a distance 
it is a magnificent looking and imposing 
structure, but a near approach shows its 
beautv and atataliness much marred by a 
want of care and o<r of neglect, everywhere 
observable. In front of the administra- 
tion building between the walla and the 
street la a apace of ground belonging to 
the State, which if cleaned off and set in 
grass would add much to the beauty of 
the plaoa. As I foand it, it la oovered 
over with coal ashes from the building, 
and with chips of stone left by workmen 
in dressing stone for the building, and 
very much cut up into small gullies by 
rain water running down over it." 

Moat of the convicts have been idle 
nearly a year, but the Inspector says the 
Warden, with all theae idle men, "has 
done nothing to improve or adorn the 
grounds." 

It was also brought out that a negro 
convict sent up from Bell County, for 
rape, bad been allowed by the Warden 
to go seven milea into the oonntry, where 



ha waa arrested by the oitifana and re- 
tamed to the prison. Thiaoonvict badly 
Irightened a woman before he was ar- 
restad, and the Inspector aaya : "If at 
some lonely point on the way that day 
he had met an<I outraged some white 
woman I doubt seriously whether the 
walla of the penitentiary and ita gnarda 
would have been able to protect him and 
Captain Happy from the fury of a mob 
that woold have attempted to avenge 
the wrong. That be committed no auch 
crime while out is not the fault of or 
result of any vigilance on the part of the 
Warden or Deputy Warden. Thay gave 
him the opportunity. The tame oonvlet 
was daily going at large from tlie prison 
to the upper part of the town of £<ddy« 
vllle when I waa there. Thla I aaw my- 
self and know it to be true." 

Evidence also brought out that other 
convicts had been seen drunk, and that 
the Warden and keeper of the prison 
supplies could not account for 379 pounds 
of beef received in August, September, 
October and November. In fact the 
Warden pays very little attention to the 
Buppliea. 

The Inspector tells of two guards, one 
of them a brother of Warden Happy. 

He says he never saw these guards do 
anything "except play on a guitar, or sit 
in the Warden'a offioe and read newa- 
papers and write letters." 

Speaking of the way the Warden allows 
the convicta to roam at large, Mr. Lester 
aays: "It is true no theft, that I have 
heard of, has been committed by these 
convicts thaa roaming at large, nor has 
any woman been outraged by them, but 
Captain Happy is entitled to no credit 
for this not happening. He has given 
them every opportunity to commit any 
crime known to the law, and If auch a 
one should be perpetrated not only would 
Captain Happy be condemned by the 
people, bat the entire administration of 
the prieon would necessarily share in the 
odium. The depot at Eddyville is nearly 
or quite a mile from the priaon. There 
is no one living immediately at or near 
it. Women frequently have to pass from 
the town to the depot and to Kuttawa, a 
town nearby. Tbey are liable to be as- 
saulted any day by some one of these 
convicts." 

"Appended to this report will be found 
a list of the priaonera brought out from 

the penitentiary to the Conuuissionera' 
room a few nights alter the election in 
November to famlah maaie and dandng 
for the entertainment given by Guard 
Franks. It will be seen from this list 
furnished by the clerk that aeyeral 
of these prisoners had then been in only 
a few months. Not long enough for .Mr. 
Franks or any one else to know whether 
or not they were to be trusted in auch a 
way. Besides that it aeema to me that 
using conviirtH for the amusement or en- 
tertainment of guests (ladies and gentle- 
men) aboot a pablle iiiatitotion each as 
this, is, to say tha very leant, of (jues- 
tionable propriety. The same can be 
said of the barber ahop dances mentioned 
by several of the witnesses. I can not 
undertake to mention all the minute 
shortcomings of thia aort broaght oat by 
the evidence."

All the members of the crew were in- 
jured, except Conductor Fish. 

The engine, No. 66, and the postal car 
were completaly wrecked. 

The accident has delayed all trains. 
The wrecking crew from Covington 
passed np at 9:15 a. m. for the scene. 

The accident was caused by a washout, 
resulting from the hard rain yesterday 
and last night The rainfall, as atated 
elsewhere, amounted to inches, be- 
ing the heaviest for aeveral months, and 
there were washonta at a nnmber of 
other points. The caetbound train last 
night was about three hoars late when it 
reached M ayaville. 

The L. and N. train due here at 8:30 p. 

m. had a narrow cpcipo from a serious 
accident Saturday night. At a point, on 
the steep grade tiiia aide oi Hammitt Sta- 
tion, some big rocks, loosened by the 
rain, had rolled down close to the track.
